A single official was on 
duty, with the keys in his pocket and no 
help within call, so that it anly re- 
quired a little promptness and celerity 
to overpower him, seize he keys, 
and liberate the whole jail. Tliat only 
fourteen got away was due to bad manage- 
ment and confusion among the frisoners 
rather than tothe efficiency of the jail of- 
ficiala. There were burglars, g:srroters, 
thieves, and election-repeaters unloosed upon 
the community, and it will not fail to be no- 
ticed that one of the ringleaders in the plot 
was a desperado who should have been 
in the Penitentiary, and would have 
been but for the tender consider- 
tion of the champion Acting-Pardoner 
at Springfield.

There are at this time four gentlemen who 
are congpicuously presented by their friends 
ton the Republican nomination for Presi ent, 
and these are Messrs. Comma, Monson, 
Bran, and Barstow. There are others, but 
the indications at present are that one of 
these four will be selected. It is time that 
the mind sheuld determine whether 
the candidate of the party is to reflect and 
indicate the future policy of the party, and, 
if this be so, what that policy shall be. On 
what issues shall the campaign of 1876 be 
carried out? Shall the Civil War be fouzcht 
over again? Shall the issues of secessian, 
and rebellion, and of reconstruction, and 
negro suffrage, be presented again as tlie 
on which the election must turn? 

Shall past “‘loyalty” be the sovereign pla- 
ter for all evils, corruptions, and 
crimes, and a new President be elected 
om a pledge to make treason odious 
and traitors occupy back seats”? Is tho 
perty to look backward, and fight the 
enemy on issues that have been accepted 
as irrepealably settled forever ? Or is the Re- 
publican party, always equal to new emer- 
gencies, and prepared to deal With the pres- 
ent necessities, to go before the people as the 
assailant of the great overshadowing evil of 
the day, the general crime of corruption and 
debauchery of the national Civil-Service sys- 
tem, which by the influence of its example 
has spread fraud, defalcation, and dishonesty 
in all their forms over the business and social 


ute of the country? As the Republican 


party in 1860 presented itself as the avowed 
assailant of political slavery, which had ob- 
tained corrupting control of all branches of 
the Government, is not the Republican party 
in 1876 to assall the no less powerful crime 
of personal and official dishonesty in hand- 
ling revenues and taxes, which has become 
the conspicuous characteristic Govern- 
ment, both national and m pal, and 
which, through machine politics, exqludes in 
great measure the cultivated and moral peo- 
ple of the country from all voice in politics, 
and lodges political power in the hands of 
the corrupt and dishonest classes? 

We assume that the Republican leaders 
will not dare outrage public morals by ig- 
noring the imperious demand for Reform in 
the matter of criminal abuses in the Govern- 
ment, and will therefore promptly declare 
the purpose of the party to execute this Re- 
form in the most rigid manner. But the Re- 
pubiican party must know that mere pro- 
fessions on this supject will avail little, un- 
less the candidate in his own person, record, 
and lite shall give the gountry full assurance 
that he has not been, and will not be, . cor- 
rupt himself; will not tolerate corruption in 
subordinates ; and will have the courage to 
so brave all opposition that no guilty man 
can escape. It will be supreme folly for the 
Cincinnati Convention to ignore the certainty 
that the whole American people feel deeply 
on this subject, and that they will vote for 
that candidate for President, by whichever 
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strong: they are able and experienced states- 
men ; their personal characters are good, and, 
though attempts have been made to place 
them in disrepute, we have no question that 
they will be able to maintain their status as 
honest men before the people. Mr. Morrow 
may be regarded as the successful pugilist of 
the Senatorial arena; he is known to all as a 
strong partisan, a fierce debater, a hard and 
unsparing hitter, and from necessity a Sen- 
atorial leader and party defender. Mr. Coxx- 
tive is equally well known asa Senatorial 
debater, but if he possess more polish than 
the Indianian, he lacks the ready vigor and 
the energy of his rival. Both Senators are 
what is known as machine politicians of the 
most confirmed character. They depend 
for power upon the manipulations ‘and 
operations of party machinery rather 
than on the free will of the people. Like 
Morton, Mr. Conrxume has opposed any re- 
form of the Civil Service, because both have 
depended on the abuses of that service to re- 
ward their retainers. Both have supported 
the extremest legislation for the South, and 
to nominate either of them is to give assur- 
ance that, if elected, the administration of 
the Government will be directed to keep that 
bection in a fever of excitement, and to re- 
store the carpet-bag rule which brought so 
much odium and scandal on the Republican 
party. The nomination of Morton would 
unquestionably result in a solid Southern 
vote for the Democratic candidate, no matter 
whom. The whites of the South in solid 
mass would oppose him with a fury that 
would bear down all that the poor feeble 
negroes could do for him. Besides, it is 
hardly claimed by any politician that it 
would be possible for him to carry New 
York, and, without its electoral vote, his 
friends cannot figure out his success. 

Senator Corzine is strong in New York 
with the machine politicians of the State ; but 
f Tum be nominated by the Democrats 
Conxiine would draw no votes from the 
Democrats nor from the Liberal Republicans, 
leaving that State morally certain for the Op- 
position. The State is Democratic unless 
there is a perfect and enthusiastic union of 
all the Republican factions and elements, 
which is not possible on Comand. Conx- 
LING is, moreover, an Eastern, not a National 
man. He is unacquainted with the people of 
the West. He regards the West as so much 
raw territory, and the people as coarse and 
unrefined, and unentitled to particular recog- 
nition by a gentleman of his cold and lordly 
style. He is, however, a perfect master of 
the science of dispensing party patronage ; 
he is a king among machine politicians, and 
would be worshiped accordingly. 

Mr. Bann has the same ability as his 
rivals as a politician ; but he is warmer blood- 
ed, has morein common with the masses; 
he understands the great West, has associated 
with the people, and is infinitely stronger 
than either Coxxl NO or Morton, in this State 
at least. 

The fourth on the list is Mr. Barrow, 
who is less of a politician than the others, 
but no less a Republican, and whose whole 
strength is with the people. He is not the 
candidate of the machine politicians. The 
man who arrests, tries, and convicts influen- 
tial members of his own party for robbing 
the Treasury is not the man to suit that 
class. He would smash all machines. To 
ran the Government upon principles of strict 
honesty,and to require all officers to be com- 
petent, is utterly destructive of that political 


machinery which has made our Civil Service | 


a reproach to civilization, and which is 
sneered at even in Turkey, and is regarded 
with contempt by the untutored savages of 
the plains. He has no claims except 
those founded on a life of irreproachable per- 
sonal integrity, and of unfaltering patriotism 
and loyalty under circumstances which no 
Northern man is called upon tb experience. 
His official career has been marked by a 
steady uprooting of crime in the public serv- 
ice, and the prosecution and conviction of 
public and official thieves. The whole coun- 
try and the common people of all parties 
recognize in. him the man for the times, the 
very man to grapple with and strangle the 
great crime of the day; and the fact that he 
is bitterly opposed by every dishonest officer 
and politician, convicted and unconvicted, in 


the United States, shows how peculiarly fitted 
he is for the great work of purificdtion so 
essential to national existence. 

If Barstow be nominated, he will utterly 
confuse the Democrats, who are expecting to 
profit by the blunders of the Republican 
Clonvention. If Tuo be nominated, Bar- 
tow will break into the Southern opposition 
ranks. If a Western Democrat be nominat- 
ed, then every precinct will be vigorously 
contested, and in such case Bristow can cer- 
tainly carry New York. Even in Indiana, he 
will be fully as strong as Mr. Morton.

Kon was com- 
mitted by the House to jail for contempt of 
that bod y in refusing to answer questions put 
to him in connecticn with the Washington 
real-estate pool. His attorneys procured a 
writ of Aabeas corpus from the Supreme 
Court of the District of Columbia, and the 
House of Representatives, by a large vote in 
favor of #t, recognized the authority of the 
writ. In the trial of the question, un- 
der this wit, Judge Carr has de- 
cided that the prisoner be discharged 
from th» custody of the House, but 
that he be remanded to the Marshal to await 
his trial »mder an indictment for the same 
offense fot which he was held by the House. 
The ground of the decision was probably 
that it was unjust to subject the prisoner to 
two trials and two punishments for the same 
offense. K (LB0vEn’s indictment was found 
under a United States statute which makes 
the refusal to answera question by either 
House of Cangress (pertinent to any matter 
under inquiry) a misdemeanor, and provides 
that such a esse shall be certified to the 
District-Attorv.ey of the District of Columbia, 
who shall pro ed to procure an indictment. 
The punishment affixed by law is a fine of 
not less than $100 nor more than $1,000, 
and imprisonment for not less than one 
month nor raore than one ycar. Krsovrx 
is now held for trial under this law. 
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of a law making contempt an “indictable 
offense, could divest itself of its inherent 
right to commit ‘and detain a recusant wit- 
ness, and whether this law was not rather 
intended to provide a means for punishment 
after Congress should adjourn. On the 
other hand, it would seem as if the House, 
having passed the law providing for indict- 
ment in such case, having recognized the 
writ of habeas corpus, and having surren- 
dered KON to the jurisdiction of the 
Court, it may not now demand and recover 
possession of his body. Congress will prob- 
ably be so far bound by its own acts as to let 
the case take its own course under the trial 
by law. Meanwhile Konz is at large on 
bail. 


THE GRAND JURY REPORT. 

The startling report of the Grand Jary, 
which was made public yesterday, has fallen 
like a thunderbolt among the guilty Com- 
missioners and their corrupt agents and part- 
ners of the Prior ar and Hoax stripe. It 
has placed them before the public in their 
true light—that of convicts who have es- 
capped sentence by technicalities and perjury. 
It is not in the form of an indictment upon 
which they can be tried for felony and sent 
to the Penitentiary, for these reasoms, among 
others: Technicalities and quibbles haye 
been interposed in the way of the Grand 
Jury. Wholesale and brazen-faced perjury 
has defeated justice. Two or three of the 
jury proved treacherous, and furnished out- 
side pals with statements of the testimony, 
so that the witnesses could be coached and 
the conspirators protect themselves by know- 
ing what was testified to and the names of 
forthcoming witnesses. In this manner the 
in vestigation has been crippled, but enough 
his come out to show that the County Ring 
is a den of thieves that is rotten with cor- 
ruption. As the report says: We are satis- 
fied that the system of management employ- 
ed by the County Board is rotten, with 
scarcely an exception. Officialism is degrad- 
ed by its low intellectual character, us de- 
preciated moral tone, its constant association 
with jobbery, extravagance, favoritism, in- 
termediates, perjury, and incompetency.” 
There is enough to show that eight men in 
the County Board, like their fellows in the 
Common Council, are vultures living by prey, 
by robbing the tax-payers of the county, by 
corrupt contract-letting, and by farming out 
county favors through intermediates like 
Prrrotat, whose greedy hands have been 
plunged into the pockets of every man who 
has approached the Board, and who has the 
Board in his own corrupt keeping. A few 
choice samples from this report will give the 
flavor of the whole of it.

The scheme of Mr. Bocnaaxan was that the 
Government should make money so abundant 
that it gould be loaned at a very low rate of in- 
terest. We asked how thie money was to be ob- 
tained from tue Government. Woo was to 
lend it?“ Our correspondent evidently misun- 
derstands the matter. The banks lend notes is- 
sued to them on a deposit of bonds with the 
Government. But the banks must have the 
means in the firsts instance to buy the bonds. 
There are some 250,000 citizens in the United 
States who have clubbed tbeir means together. 
and bave bought Government bonds, deposited 
them with the Treasury, and bave received in 
return bank notes in the proportion of $9 in pa- 
per to $10.50 in gold represented by the bonds. 
They lend this money. When this business 
ceases to be profitable, they return their $90,000 
in baok-notes to the Treasury, receive their 
bonds, sell them for $120,000 of paper currency, 
and lend that money. 

In this the banks have no special privilege. 
Any balf-dozen citizens having $50,000 of boads 
may become bankers, or, without becoming a 
National Bank, can lend money and do a bank- 
ing business. There is no special privilege when 
it is free and open to everybody. To borrow 
money by depositing an interconvertible 3.65- 
bond first requires that the person shall bave 
the means to purchase the bond; when he buys 
the bond he lends his money to the Goverment 
at 3.65 per cent interest; when he surrenders 
his bond, be gets bis money back and no more. 
This operation in reduces the rate of in- 


terest to the bo ers.

JOHN CONNELL, TURNKEY. 
HIS VERSION OF THE AFFAIR. 


I arrived atthe jail at 7 o'clock, or, may be, 
two minutes before. I relieved Frazer, O’Brien, 
and Kehoe, the night watchmen. The kitchen-

Did I struggle? Yes, I did; but what is one 
man to do against four?

As I lay there I saw Boyle go to 
the desk in the large office and take the four 
cell-keys from the upper left-hand drawer.

What time wasit? It was about twenty min- 
utes past 7. 

In a few minutes I heard arusb, and down 
came prisoners from all the tiers. They rushed 
past me, twelve or fourteen of them, and out 
the front door into the yard. That is the last I 
sawofthem. They left the inner gaté to the 
cage open. I was afraid more would come, so I 
got on my feet and jumped sideways to the 
Then I turned the key, and calied to 

oburn, one of the prisoners, to get me a knife. 
He got one from a ball-man and passed it 
through the grating. 

I CUT THE ROPE 

from my feet first, and then, by twisting it be- 
tween my hands, managed to cut the rope on 
my wriste. I Shut all the gates, and went out 
and gave the alarm signal on a lamp-post. 
Two policemen came, and I sent them to the 
Chicago Avenue Station to telegraph the news. 
When I got back I found that John Keegan, of 
Cell 52, sentenced toa year in Joliet, and two 
other men, bad come down, but they could not 
get out. Keegan was in bed when his cell was 
unlocked, but got up and dressed himself. He 
was too late. 

Is there a bar across the cell doors? Of 
course there i. An iron bar runs through 
the whole length of each tier and is fastened 
with a padiock. This is for double security. 
When the bar is on and locked, even if the cells 
are unlocked, the doors cannot be opened. The 
night watchmen raise the bar in the morning to 
let the hali-men out. Then it is not locked 
agaio till night. The night men unlocked the 
bar before I came this morning. 

How loog did it take Boyle to unlock the 
celle? I should say about two minutes. 

Could he get the keys and go from tier to tier 
unlocking those cells in two minutes? Of 
course he could. Anybody could.

A man named Boettecher, in cell No. 55, second 
tier, says that things looked crooked to him from 
a very early hour.

fHERE ARE, OF COURSE, 
a host of speculations and theories. Connell's 
story isin some respects improbable.

On the contrary, it is stated, and 
is a fact, that to save the expense of employing 
proper guards, the Sberiff has employed prison- 
ers in that capacity.

All this tends to corroborate the statement 
that the Sheriff, or one of his agents, has delib- 
erately put into the hands of the prisoners the 
facilities for escape.

Another escape occurred Feb. 11, 1875, when 
Charles Richards, alias Bucky Brown, freed 
himself from durance-vile by cutting through 
the 5-inch stone slab in the end of his cell with 
tools furnished him, it was supposed, by a fe- 
male friend.
